Dartmouth 
North MLA didn't 
come through with 
sponsorship money for 
him to play hockey, trial

The father of a young hockey 
player, testifying at the fraud 
trial of a Nova Scotia politician, 
told court on Thursday that his 
son couldn’t play in a spring 
hockey league because the ac¬ 
cused lawmaker failed to come 
through on a promise to pro¬ 
vide an $860 sponsorship. 

James Moore said Trevor 
Zinck, charged in 2011 with 
theft over $5,000, fraud over 
$5,000 and breach of trust, 
had told him in Februaiy 2008 
that he would sponsor the 
eight-year-old, then reneged six 
weeks later, saying the money 
wasn’t available. 

In court, Crown lawyer 
Mark Heerema then showed 


Moore a duplicate cheque for 
$860 that Zinck had made out 
to Moore. The document was 
attached to a March 2008 ex¬ 
pense claim filed by Zinck and 
approved for reimbursement 
by the Speaker’s Office. 

Moore said he had never 
seen the cheque before and 
he confirmed Zinck gave him 
no money in 2008, though the 
legislator did come through 
with a $200 sponsorship the 
following year. 

“It’s not the right way to do 
things and I just hope justice is 
served,” Moore said outside the 
Nova Scotia Supreme Court. 
“I knew this guy. He was our 
MLA.” 

In an agreed statement 
of facts, Zinck has admitted 
that the Speaker’s Office reim¬ 
bursed him for $10,060 in ex¬ 
pense claims he filed in 2008 
and 2009, even though he 
never paid those listed in his 
claims, aside from a partial pay¬ 
ment to one group — Lake City 
Woodworkers, the Canadian press

Halifax police say there is no 
need for car stunting that 
could leave a driver or pedes¬ 
trians “gravely” hurt. 

Police are urging the pub¬ 
lic to slow down after two 
men were charged with stunt¬ 
ing this week, both going 
nearly 70 kilometres an hour 
over the posted speed limit. 


Const. Pierre Bourdages of 
Halifax Regional Police said 
there have been 39 stunting 
tickets issued since last June 
13, but he’s not sure why two 
people were caught in such a 
short amount of time. 

“Sometimes it’s racing, 
sometimes a stunt could be 
the high speed, it could also 
be other things,” like pulling 
a wheelie on a motorcycle, 
Bourdages said. 

“The fine is significant — 


it’s $2,400,” he added. 

There doesn’t seem to be 
a specific time of year more 
people tiy stunting, with the 
highest number of tickets oc¬ 
curring in November (seven) 
and August (five) of 2012. 

Bourdages said stunting 
charges are different from 
speeding because they cover 
drivers going 50 kilometres 
or more over the speed limit, 
racing or performing stunts 
on a bet. 


Those who are caught lose 
their licence for seven days 
and their car is impounded 
for at least the same length 
of time. 

A registrar could also put a 
bond on the vehicle, he said. 

Although many people are 
caught stunting on highways, 
it’s especially concerning 
around narrow streets like 
Herring Cove Road, where 
one of the men was caught 
doing 117 kilometres an hour 
in a 50 zone. 

“I can’t find a reason why 
someone would drive that 
fast in such a small street,” 
Bourdages said. 

“If the driver loses control, 
he’ll probably injure him¬ 
self gravely and other people 
nearby.”

was released on $5,000 bail. 

“He was released on a 
$5,000 recognizance. He’s on 
curfew,” Crown attorney Rick 
Woodbum said. “But one of the 
most important parts for the 
public and protection of the 
public is that he won’t be oper¬ 
ating as a paramedic anymore.” 

Keats did not speak or react 
to questions from the media on 
his way into the courtroom. 

He was arrested this week 
after a police investigation into 
a complaint from a Halifax 
woman filed on Feb. 7. 

The 32-year-old woman said 
a paramedic sexually assaulted 
her as she was being taken to

hospital by ambulance on Jan. 
31. 

Keats is facing charges of 
sexual assault and breach of 
trust. 

He’s also facing two charges 
of sexual assault and breach of 
trust in the case of a 71-year-old 
East Hants woman who alleges 
she was assaulted in her home 


in late May, and by the same 
man during an ambulance trip 
last September. 

Woodbum said one of the 
reasons for agreeing to bail was 
because the alleged incidents 
were all directly related to 
Keats’ work. 

“Certainly, he was in a pos¬ 
ition of trust as a paramedic,” 
he said. “We’ve taken that 
away.” 

Keats is also on a curfew 
from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. and is 
banned from any contact with 
the victims. 

He is on paid leave from 
Emergency Health Services, 
and an internal investigation is 
underway.

The federal NDP will table 
legislation next week that it 
says will aim to hold people 
accountable for distribut¬ 
ing intimate images — and 
to make sure the issues sur¬ 
rounding Rehtaeh Parsons’ 
death remain “front and cen¬ 
tre.” 

Robert Chisholm, MP for 
Dartmouth-Cole Harbour, 
said Thursday he is pre¬ 
senting a private member’s 
bill in the House of Commons 
Monday that “mirrors” legis¬ 
lation put forward in Nova 


Scotia. 

In April, provincial Justice 
Minister Ross Landry said he 
wanted legislation to make it 
an offence to circulate intim¬ 
ate images for a malicious or 


sexual purpose. 

“We think it’s important 
that the federal government 
do what it can in terms of the 
Criminal Code,” Chisholm 
said. 


“We haven’t seen any evi¬ 
dence (the Conservatives) are 
moving forward on this, so 
this is our attempt to make 
sure that the issue is front 
and centre.” 


Parsons took her own life 
in early April after two years 
of bullying following an al¬ 
leged rape when she was 15. 
Shortly after, a photo of the 
alleged rape was circulated 


National relevance 


Parsons’ story resonates 
with so many people 
because of the factors in¬ 
volved, Chisholm added. 


• “It’s sexual violence, it's 
bullying, it’s intimidation. 
It's the fact that the system 
appeared to be unable to 
cope, unable to support 
people."

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‘No malicious intent.’ No 

charges in allegations of 
kids’ mouths being taped 


Halifax police say no charges 
will be laid after investigat¬ 
ing allegations of children’s 
mouths being taped shut dur¬ 
ing an after-school program 
at Bedford South School. 

An assistant instructor of 
the Excel program is no long¬ 
er employed following the in¬ 
cident on May 17, but in a re¬ 
lease issued Thursday, Halifax 
Regional Police confirmed no 
charges will be forthcoming 
in the alleged assault. 

“The investigation deter¬ 
mined there was no evidence 
of intent to harm the chil¬ 
dren and no evidence to sug¬ 
gest it was a malicious act,” 
the release states. “It was also 
determined that the incident 
involved masking tape, not 
duct tape as was originally re¬ 
ported to police.” 

In an interview on Thurs¬ 
day night, police spokesman 
Const. Pierre Bourdages said 
they met individually with 
about 10 sets of parents to tell 
them about their decision to 
not lay charges. He confirmed 
that masking tape was used, 



but would not say whether 
or not it was placed on chil¬ 
dren’s mouths. 

“No harm was done to 
these kids,” he said. “There 
was no malicious intent.” 

Bourdages said the indi¬ 
vidual facing the allegations 
has also been told about the 
decision and, as it stands 
now, the case is closed. 

“At the end of the investiga¬ 
tion, we decided that no char¬ 
ges would be laid with the in¬ 
formation we had in front of

Uncertain when 
Bluenose II will 
set sail again 

Culture Minister Leonard 
Preyra says the Bluenose II 
is expected to undergo sea 
trials before the end of 
the month, but it remains 
uncertain when it will be 
available for public tours. 

Preyra says it’s import¬ 
ant to ensure public health 
and safety standards are 
met before the restored 
schooner is open to tourists. 

The Bluenose II was 
lowered into the waters 
off Lunenburg with much 
fanfare last September, 
and the government had 
said it was expected to be 
ready for public sailing 
this summer. 

But since then, work 
has continued on the 
wooden vessel. 

Preyra says its restora¬ 
tion has cost about $16 
million, $4.9 million of 
which came from Ottawa. 

He says there may be 
additional labour costs, 
but was unable to provide 
an estimate on them.

Nova Scotia’s education 
minister says school boards 
planning to cut teaching 
positions must first look at 
slicing administrative costs. 

The Chignecto-Central 
Regional School Board an¬ 
nounced Wednesday it will 
slash 37 positions, drop two 
buses and reduce hours for 
librarians in response to 
provincial budget cuts. 

The South Shore Regional 
School Board says provincial 
budget cuts have forced it to 
eliminate 17 teaching pos¬ 
itions to balance its books. 

But Ramona Jennex says 
the boards need first to cut 
from administration costs, 
and she has offered to send 
officials from her depart¬ 
ment to help them do so.

Ramona Jennex says the 
provincial budget — likely 
the last one before an elec¬ 
tion — was carefully crafted 
to avoid cuts to frontline 
teaching jobs. 


The government an¬ 
nounced in February that 
the province’s eight school 
boards will get $1,047 bil¬ 
lion this fiscal year, about 
$3 million more than last 
year.

As part of his sentence, 
MacPhee must make a $1,000 
donation to the Dylan LeBlanc 
trust fund, conduct three pres¬ 
entations to relevant industry 
forums and take training 
programs specific to traffic 
controls in the workplace.

Toronto’s police chief 
refuses to rule out 
possibility evidence 
collected in raid 
related to mayor 


Toronto police using surveil¬ 
lance techniques were “inves¬ 
tigating the existence” of an 
alleged crack-cocaine video 
linked to Mayor Rob Ford sev¬ 
eral weeks before the story first 
surfaced, CTV News reported 
Thursday in the wake of a mas¬ 
sive, multi-city drugs-and-guns 
sweep by police. 

The broadcaster quoted a 
“highly placed source” as con¬ 
firming that “persons of inter¬ 
est discussed that video in de¬ 
tail, and referred to the mayor’s 
alleged presence in the video.” 

The disclosure came as To¬ 


ronto Police Chief Bill Blair an¬ 
nounced 43 people had been 
arrested, 40 firearms seized 
and $3 million of drugs con¬ 
fiscated in early-morning raids 
concentrated on a Dixon Road 
complex, a cluster of apart¬ 
ment towers considered to be 
ground zero for the Ford video 
scandal. 

Nineteen people in Toronto 
and nine in Windsor, Ont., 
were charged as part of a year¬ 
long police and border-security 
investigation code-named Pro¬ 
ject Traveller, Blair said at a 
noon news conference. 

He declined to answer any 
questions about Ford’s connec¬ 
tion to the evidence, what evi¬ 
dence was seized, how it was 
obtained or about a Rexdale 
home involved in the raids 
where a man photographed 
with Ford lived. 

“The only place for the legal 
disclosure is in a court of law,” 
he said. “All of the evidence has 


been secured and it will come 
out in court where it belongs. 
We will not jeopardize this 
case.” 

The Rexdale home of 
Muhammad Khattalc, one of 
the young men pictured with 
Ford outside a suspected crack 
house, was part of the raids.

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er thanked British counterpart 
David Cameron for his “robust 
advocacy” of a free-trade pact 
between Canada and the Euro¬ 
pean Union during his address 
on Thursday in London to Brit¬ 
ish parliamentarians.

EU, this will be a historic 
step — a monumental one, in 
fact: A joint Canada-EU study 
has shown that a commercial 
agreement of this type would 
increase two-way trade by 20 
per cent.” 

Canadian negotiators are 
under growing pressure to 
broker a deal with the Euro¬ 
peans before they turn their 
attention to free-trade talks 
with the United States.

Ireland. Hospital bungled 
miscarrying case: Experts 


A miscanying woman who died 
in an Irish hospital should have 
had her blood poisoning de¬ 
tected much sooner and been 
offered an abortion to improve 
her odds of survival, an experts’ 
report concluded Thursday in 
a case that is forcing Ireland to 
modernize its abortion laws. 

The 108-page report into the 
October death of Savita Halap- 
panavar documented what the 
lead investigator described as 
“a cascade of mistakes” over¬ 
shadowed by officials’ refusal to 
remove the fetus until its heart 
stopped beating. 

That took four days. By 
then, the report found, the 
woman’s ill-diagnosed sepsis 
from a ruptured uterus already 
had reached lethal levels. 

“If it was my case, I would 
have terminated the preg¬ 
nancy,” said Dr. Sabaratnam 
Arulkumaran, a London profes¬ 
sor of obstetrics and gynecol¬ 
ogy who led the seven-month 
probe. The five investigators 
found that a chain of doctors 
and nurses all failed to take pro¬ 
active steps to identify and halt 
the spread of infection through¬ 
out her body. 

The report found that when

The legal limbo has left Irish 
maternity hospitals and 
obstetricians to guess when 
they could perform an abor¬ 
tion to save a woman’s life 
without facing the risk of a 
murder charge. 


Halappanavar, a 31-year-old In¬ 
dian dentist living in the west¬ 
ern city of Galway, was hospit¬ 
alized for back pain 17 weeks 
into her pregnancy, doctors 
identified she was miscarrying 
and the fetus could not survive. 

But they consistently missed 
evidence for days pointing to 
an existing case of sepsis, or 
blood poisoning, as the cause. 
Blood-test results were left un¬ 
inspected and successive shifts 
failed to read earlier medical 
notes as vital signs worsened. 

The report found that doc¬ 
tors placed too much emphasis 
on measuring the fetus’ heart¬ 
beat and too little on investigat¬ 
ing why Halappanavar’s white 
blood-cell count was jumping 
and her blood pressure was fall¬ 
ing.

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Strike could halt 
VIA Rail in its tracks 


Latest proposal. 

VIA Rail offer has wage 
increases but also calls 
for higher pension 
contributions 


The union representing some 
workers at VIA Rail said the 
company’s offer on the table 
Thursday would reduce wages, 
rather than increase them, 
once higher pension contribu¬ 
tions are considered, and it said 
it was doubtful an agreement 
could be reached in time to 
avert a strike. 

“What the company wants 
to do is increase employees’ 
pension contributions substan¬ 
tially over the next three years,” 
said Bob Orr, assistant to the 
president of the Canadian Auto 


Workers Union. 

The union represents about 
2,000 of VIA’s customer-service 
employees, as well as on-board 
service and maintenance work¬ 
ers at the railway company. 

Orr’s comments came only 
hours before Friday’s 12:01 a.m. 
strike deadline. 

VIA Rail presented its latest 
proposal on Wednesday, offer¬ 
ing wage increases of two per 
cent eveiy year for three years. 

But the offer also includes 
higher employee contribu¬ 
tions to the pension plan that 
the union says would result 
in members taking home less 
money, not more. 

VIA said its employees need 
to contribute more to the pen¬ 
sion because it currently faces a 
$419-million deficit. 

“There are no major conces¬ 
sions that are being asked of 


current full-time employees, 
except to have them help main¬ 
tain the current pension plan 
by increasing their contribu¬ 
tions,” VIA spokeswoman Myl- 
ene Belanger said on Thursday. 

The union also objected to 
plans that would slash pension 
benefits for new VIA employees 
and the rolling back of income 
protections for seasonal work¬ 
ers. 

VIA Rail said Thursday that 
it was hopeful it could reach 
an agreement in time and was 
willing to keep bargaining right 
up until the deadline. 

“Frankly, we don’t under¬ 
stand why there should be a 
work stoppage,” Belanger said. 
“We are prepared to keep talk¬ 
ing. We offered a fair and rea¬ 
sonable offer to the Canadian 
Auto Workers.”

The CSE monitors foreign 
computer, satellite, radio and 
telephone traffic to zero in 
on threats to Canada. It is not 
supposed to direct its activities 
at Canadians. However, the 
agency can provide assistance 
to the Mounties and CSIS, Can¬ 
ada’s domestic spy service.

It 
throws out patents held by 
Salt Lake City-based Myriad 
Genetics Inc. on an increasing¬ 
ly popular breast-cancer test 
brought into the public eye 
recently by actress Angelina 
Jolie’s revelation that she had

• Myriad Genetics has used 
its patent to come up with 
its BRACAnalysis test, which 
looks for mutations on the 
breast-cancer predisposition 
gene, or BRCA.

Unpaid internships have long 
been a path of opportunity 
for students and recent grads 
looking to get a foot in the 
door in the entertainment, 
publishing and other promin¬ 
ent industries, even if it takes 
a generous subsidy from 
mom and dad. 

But those days of working 
for free could be numbered in 
the U.S. after a federal judge 
in New York ruled this week 
that Fox Searchlight Pictures 
violated minimum wage and 
overtime laws by not paying 


interns who worked on the 
production of the 2010 movie 
Black Swan. 

The decision by U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Judge William H. Pauley 
III may lead some compan¬ 
ies to rethink whether it’s

Richard: Mark, Man of Steel 
plays land of like a Nirvana 
song. It starts off quiet, then 
gets loud, then quiet again 
and then RF.AT.TY loud. Thing 
is Nirvana songs were usually 
under four minutes and this 
movie clocks in at well over 
two hours. Much of it is enter¬ 
taining, but I have to say my 
eyeballs felt scorched after the 
protracted blow-’em-up scene 
that eats up much of the last 
45 minutes of the movie. It’s 
all crash-boom-bang and not 
nearly as interesting as the 


stuff that preceded it. 

Mark: Richard, I always 
liked the Superman movies 
— even the bad ones — for 
their charm. Although there’s 
some good scenes toward 
the beginning of the movie, 
it becomes bombastic and 
self-righteous; way too ser¬ 
ious for its own good. That 
45-minute scene you’re re¬ 
ferring to made me long for 
headphones with Enya songs 
playing on a long loop. And I 
know it’s an origin movie, but 
I longed for the comic con¬ 
trast between Superman and 
his journalist alter ego Clark 
Kent, which is mostly missing 
from the movie. Then again, 
we no longer have phone 
booths. Any of the actors ap¬ 
peal to you, Richard? 

RC: I thought Cavill was suit¬ 


ably square-jawed and blue¬ 
eyed enough to play the icon 
lead character and Michael 
Shannon brought the crazy 
(as usual for him) to Zod, but 
I was let down by two other 
leads. Russell Crowe was fine, 
although I couldn’t help but 
imagine Ralph Fiennes really 
eating up the role of Jor-El. 
Finally, I’m not sure Amy Ad¬ 
ams is plucky enough to play 
Lois Lane. 

MB: Cavill was square — I 
mean — square-jawed, wasn’t 
he? Crowe was fine, but 
somehow Kevin Costner got 
to me in a very sentimental 
turn as Clark’s dad. As for 
Michael Shannon, I can only 
assume he was forced to over¬ 
act at gunpoint, with lines 
like “Unleash the world ma¬ 
chine!!!!” For a movie that 
cost a few hundred million 


dollars, it was often close to a 
Flash Gordon serial at times. 

RC: I think I wanted more Flash 
Gordon and less of what was on 
the screen in front of me. It’s an 
entertaining movie for much of 
its running time, but the word 
overkill comes to mind. I feel 
like less — shorter running 
time, fewer explosions, not 
as many fights — would have 
been more. 

MB: And did you notice that so 
many of the action scenes had 
the same basic gimmick — con¬ 
crete being tom up over and 
over again? And I had to laugh 
when the entire city of Metrop¬ 
olis is collapsing under alien 
attack and there are scenes of 
people just staring at the build¬ 
ings failing around them. If I 
see one brick on the ground, 
I’m outta there!

One of my resolutions 
for 2013 was to barbecue 
better. I’ve spent too many 
years tossing burgers on the 
grill and turning to my glass 
as they turn into charcoal. 

For inspiration, I’ve 
looked to Argentina. It’s a 
country where grilling is 
more than a cooking phil¬ 
osophy, it’s a way of life. 

While beef is king at 
an asado, the Argentin¬ 
ean term for barbecue, a 
typical grilled menu can 
cover a number of courses 
featuring a variety of meat 
cuts including organs that 
Canadians find an acquired 
taste. Chitlins anyone? 

Nothing washes down 
all that protein better than 
a glass of red wine, which is 
one of the reasons why mal- 
bec is the star of Argentina’s 
wine industry. The grape 
produces deep wines with 
vaiying levels of spiciness 
that pair perfectly with 
accretive flavours (like those 
found in barbecue sauces). 

Bodegas Catena Zapata 
is one of the country’s most 
celebrated vineyards. Its 
2011 Alamos Malbec ($13.95 
to $14.99) is a balanced red 
with ripe beny fruit and a 
flowing black pepper trail.

Brushing your pooch makes it look 
polished and pretty. But it has many more 
benefits. 

It keeps your dog’s coat free of tangles, 


matts and debris and removes old and 
shedding hair. It also gives you the oppor¬ 
tunity to do a little doggie bonding and 
helps you learn about your dog’s body — 


you can look and feel for lumps, cuts or 
scabs, as well as fleas and ticks. Note that 
this summer, the word is that ticks are out 
in full force, so be on the lookout. 

Make brushing a positive experience 
for you and your dog by doing it regu¬ 
larly. The dog will get used to it, you will 
get good at it and there won’t be an op¬ 
portunity for tangles and matts to get out 
of control and make the process uncom¬ 
fortable and lengthy. 

“Start with a part down the backbone, 
so you know you’re getting all the layers 
of hair,” says Amy Graham, a PetSmart 
groomer and salon manager in Stoney 
Creek, Ont. Systematically, move from 
section to section to ensure you are get¬ 
ting all areas. 

“Keep an eye on the dog’s skin — if 
it appears red, he may be getting a brush 
burn.” 

Remember to brush gently, confining 
your brushing to the hair and not the skin 
as much as possible, especially in sensi¬ 
tive areas. 

If you are using a deshedding tool on a 
shedding breed, “simply run the tool over 
the dog’s coat to remove excess hair.” 

If the job gets too difficult for you to 
handle easily it may be time to take your 
dog for professional grooming. 



THE RIGHT TOOLS FOR A HEALTHY COAT 


• For double-coated breeds with thick 
undercoats like collies or collies or 
chow chows, choose a deshedding tool 
like a Furminator. 

• For long-coated dogs without under¬ 
coats, such as poodles, use a slicker 
brush with short, pin-like bristles and a 


comb to check for knots and tangles. 

• Short-haired dogs like boxers or 
bulldogs can be brushed with a rubber 
brush, or use a Furminator if you are 
trying to help reduce shedding.” 

• Also have some detangling spray on 
hand to help with tangles. 


MANAGE YOUR 
DOG’S SHEDDING 

In summer, shedding is nature’s way 
of ridding a dog’s body of the old, 
excess hair they grew during winter 
to insulate their bodies. Shedding also 
eliminates hair that might be damaged. 
Pet owners know that cleaning up a 
dog’s shedding hair comes with the 
territory. Even hypoallergenic dogs 
like poodles shed a little. But there are 
ways to reduce shedding and remove 
hair effectively. 

GIVE YOUR PET A BRUSH 

Brushing your dog on a regular basis is 
one of the best ways to reduce hair in 
your home. 

“While all breeds need to be 
brushed, it’s especially important in 
summer for long-haired breeds with 
undercoats like golden retrievers, 
malamutes and huskies to help reduce 
shedding and cool the dog in sum¬ 
mer,” says Amy Graham, a groomer 
and salon manager with PetSmart in 
Stoney Creek, Ont. 

Depending on the breed of your 
dog, brush at least three times a week 
— dogs with lots of excess hair will 
benefit from daily brushing. 

BATHE YOUR DOG 

This is easier for short-haired breeds 
without thick undercoats like pugs or 
labs. 

“If your dog is matted or has a thick 
undercoat, bathing may only make the 
matting worse or make it difficult to 
rinse out the shampoo, which is bad 
for the skin,” Graham says. “Leave the 
tough jobs like these to a groomer.” 

GET YOUR DOG GROOMED 

“Groomers have professional-strength 
blow dryers and tools to make the 
job more efficient,” Graham says. “A 
groomer’s blow dryer is so strong 
that it loosens the undercoat, and the 
groomer can brush during the drying 
process, something that can’t be done 
easily at home.” 

Long-coated dogs should go to 
the groomer every four to six weeks; 
short-coated dogs every six to eight 
weeks.

Joint effort. The days 
of one-sided parenting 
appear to be a thing 
of the past as new age 
fathers everywhere 
step up to the plate 


Laura Radocaj of Vero Beach, 
Fla., was warned when she 
was pregnant with twins that 
motherhood would be harder 
than she imagined — especial¬ 
ly because she planned to go 
back to work while the twins 
were still babies. “But this has 
been the easiest transition,” 
said Radocaj, 28, who works 
from home in corporate com¬ 
munications. So what’s her 
secret? 

Her husband, Marco, also 
28, puts in just as much time 
with child care and house¬ 
work as she does, even though 
he works full-time for an air- 
conditioning company. “If 
your partner is splitting things 
50-50, it’s easy,” said Laura. 


“Before, when everyone made 
motherhood seem like such 
a big deal, men weren’t chip¬ 
ping in as much.” 

Something is changing 
with today’s young fathers. 
By their own accounts, by 
their wives’ testimonies, and 
according to time-use studies 
and other statistics, more men 
are doing more around the 
house, from packing school 
lunches and doing laundiy to 
getting up in the middle of the 
night with a screaming infant. 

“If it’s not my job, then it’s 
her job, and that wouldn’t be 
fair,” said Marco. 

But it’s not just about shar¬ 
ing chores. For dads in their 
20s and 30s, being an involved 
father is part of their identity. 
They blog about changing dia¬ 
pers, they chat nonchalantly 
with colleagues about breast¬ 
feeding, and they trade reci¬ 
pes for baby food while work¬ 
ing out with guys at the gym. 

For their part, the new 
dads say they want things 
divided equally. Fatherhood, 
says Jeremy Foster, 37, of Kan-

sas City, Mo., has gone from 
a “provide, protect scenario, 
to a team effort, especially 
nowadays with couples rais¬ 
ing children where both work 
full time.” 

Foster and his wife also 
have his-and-her diaper bags 
— hers with a floral pat¬ 
tern, his a grey-and-orange 
messenger bag from Diaper- 
Dude.com. The company was 
founded 10 years ago by Chris 
Pegula of Santa Monica, Calif., 
a father of three who was put 
off by his wife’s taste in diaper 
bags. 

“They (the baby bags) were 


so feminine, there was no way 
in hell I was going to cariy 
one of them,” said Pegula, 
now 41. “They had colourful 
stripes and flowers and leop¬ 
ard prints. They were basically 
purses. I went to look for a bag 
for myself but there wasn’t 
anything on the market in a 
dad category.” Diaper Dude 
now sells dozens of styles de¬ 
signed to appeal to men, from 
camouflage prints to bags with 
baseball team logos. 

Part of why dads are doing 
more around the house may 
be that women are doing more 
in the workplace. A study from 
the Pew Research Center this 
month found that mothers are 
the breadwinners in a record 
40 per cent of families. 

At the same time, the 
number of stay-at-home dads 
is twice what it was 10 years 
ago — though still a relative¬ 
ly small number at 176,000. 
And in two-thirds of married 
couples with children under 
18, both parents work, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. Census.

MMA. Evans knows his
